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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the combination of 
Uchiyama and Anderson does not teach a single control used to control two stereoscopic parameters. The applicant specifically argues 
that Anderson teaches two devices (joystick and head mounted unit). The rejection for the claims used only the joystick which is defined 
by Anderson to control the left/right, forward/backward, and up/down velocities (Col 35 Line 66-Col 36 Line 7). The applicant neglected 
to include the up/down velocity control in the argument "it should be noted that the control of left/right and forward/backward velocities by 
the joystick 5005 cannot be deemed to control more than one parameter." (Pages 3 and 4). By further controlling the up/down velocity 
the joystick infact controls the 2D velocity (left/right and forward/backward) and the 3rd deminional velocity (up/down). Therefore, it is 
viewed by the examiner that the joystick of Anderson satisfies the controlling of two parameters with a single control as required by the 
claims. 
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
